1864: The North Re-elects Lincoln 
Eleven states had no part in the 
election of 1864. Voting took plac^ 
in Tennessee and Louisiana, but 
was not recognized. 
The nine oth­ 
er southern states were in rebel 
hands. 
On June 7 the Republican con­ 
vention met 
at 
Baltimore 
and 
unanimously 
renominated 
Presi­ 
dent Lincoln, adopting a platform 
railing for a finish fight against 
the confederacy. 
In the search 
for a war Democrat to strengthen 
the ticket the prefrrence of Lin­ 
coln himself was Andrew Johnson, 
governor of Tennessee, and a bul­

ther runs to the d u 'tor at once to 
find why the baby does not eat as 
:t has. 
Gradual failure of appetite may 
be the only sign of trouble. 
The 
baby may look w<ii and in other 
respects be quite as usual. 
But it 
does not cry for food and show its 
old-time eagerness. 
Perhaps the 
flrst 
thing to be 
thought, of in a caer like this Is the 
amount of food that has been t a k ­ 
en every day. 
Perhaps it has been 
overfed, 
Babies frequently are. 
Sometimes the milk Is too ri ’h 
It carries too much fat. too much j 
cream. 
You and I do 
not 
like 
dishes that are too rich In fat. I 
Neither does the baby. 
Tt is a great mistake to force 
the child to < at. After xvr grow up 
our "instincts” for eating are not 
to be trusted wholly. 
But in baby­ 
hood it Is different. 
Appetite has 
not be«n 
perverted 
by 
wrong 
practices. 
Nothing is more important In 
infant feeding 
than 
regularity, 
Under no circumstances should the 
child be given food except at the 
stated hours. 
Coaxing an older 
child to eat may possibly be prop­ 
er, although this has Us objec­ 
tions. but a baby 
should not be 
coaxed or forced. 
As a matter of fact, 1? there is 
loss of appetite there should not 
be more frequent feedings. 
On 
the contrary, this should be a hint 
to lengthen the interval« between 
feedings. 
Of cour«« doctors do not agr m 
perfectly as to the frequqency with 
which babb s 
should eat. 
P e r­ 
haps the favorite rule ia about as j 
follows: 
Up to four month» of age, cer 
talnly until the infant weighs 1C 
pound?, there- should be feeding?! 
every three hours, from 6 o'clock 
tn the morning till 9 o'clock at ; 
night., and an additional feeding 
| in the middle of the night, perhaps ' 
at 2 o'clock. 
This means seven ! 
feedings. 
Wh< n the child has reached the 
age of four months and weigh« 12 


! pounds, the middle of lh<- night 
| feeding may be omitted and tho 
six others mav be continued. 
Ii 
the 2 4 hours trix feedings are giv­ 
en. 
After the ace of six months or 
until th *1 baby weighs 16 pound?, 
the interval may b*' Increased to 
four hours. 
This gives fi\e feed- 
lBgs in th® 24 hours. 
If there is loss of appetite in ­ 
crease the interval between feed­ 
ings. 
Reduce the total number by 
at least one in 2 1 hours. 
Even 
only 
three or four feedings for s few 
day» It would not «iiffcr anil, On 
the contrary, the appetite is likely 
to be restored. 
Do not fail 
how' ver to 
give 
pien13 of wafor. 
This is important 
to tho welfare of every infant ai d 
particularly If it Is "off its feed.” 
As I suggested, the milk may 
be too rich. 
If so, a change in tip» 
source of supply may be greatlv 
beneficial. 
I am 
assuming, 
of 
course, in all this discussion that 
we are considering the bottle fed 
baby. 
If the baby la breast fed, length­ 
ening tho interval between feed­ 
ings may overcome the loss of 
appetite.
